Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 1 3 directed 
to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claim 13 has been cancelled. The 
basis for considering the election between the invention of claims 1-12 and the invention of 
claim 13 as an election without traverse is the lack of arguments in the prosecution history 
traversing the restriction requirement. It appears based upon the action mailed September 27, 
2005, specifically item 5 and the subsequent action mailed June 15, 2006 affirming the election, 
that only the election of species requirement was properly traversed. Therefore, since the 
applicant did not point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election of claims 
1-12 is treated herein as an election without traverse.
